Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In revewing applicant's argunnents and the 
Salonaho reference, the passage quoted by both the applicant and the exanniner allows for a power control processing unit to adjust the 
power correction interval adaptively where the new value is communicated in the initiation message together with the new target power , 
thus meeting the firrst limitation. Also, there are provisions for the use of a timer in determining the commencement of the interval, and 
the use of timers are common when providing for perodic changes. Thus, the examiner feels that with the very limited language of 
applicant's independent claims and the passages of the Salonaho reference, there is not enough to distinguish applicant's invention of 
the independent claims from the Salonaho reference. 
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
